The 22-year-old Canadian declared 
Sanford Clark, his 15-year-old nephew, 
killed Nelson Winslow, twin brother 
of Louis. He declined to name the 
other boys he claimed were killed on 
the chicken farm, and refused to say 
who was responsible. 

“If you ever get certain members of 
my family to talk,’ Northcott told the 
officers, “you will hear one of the 
most weird tales you ever listened to. 
Believe me, officers, that chicken 
ranch was a butcher shop.” 

Northcott’s’ confessions were made 


verbally before a group of guards, 
sheriffs and deputy district attorneys 


Riverside, Cal., December 4.—Gor- 
don Stewart Northcott appeared be- 
fore Superior Judge O. K. Morton here 
this afternoon and pleaded not guilty 
to three charges of murder. 

The indictments returned by a coun- 
ty grand jury charging him with slay- 
ing “John Doe,” a Mexican; Walter 
Collins ahd Nelson and Lewie Wins- 
low, were read in full before the youth 
gave his laconic reply. 

Officers and newspapermen who had 
accompanied Northcott for 24 hours 
on a fruitless hunt in the desert near 
Victoryville for graves of asserted vic- 
tims were present at the time of the 
plea.

Fifty-six witnesses trooped before 
the grand jury preceding the indict- 
ments, which in themselves told the 
publie little more about the case than 
was known a month ago. 

Almost as soon as this happened a 
new element of mystery was injected 
by the introduction into the grand jury 
room of a pretty young woman. Hustled 
along on the arm of Assistant District 
Attorney Marro, the young woman 
was shielded from newspapermen by a 
group of policemen. She was modishly 
dressed. 

The grand jury did not adjourn aft- 
er voting the indictments, but re- 
mained in session to question the new 
witness and to examine Rothstein's 
files for evidence that they had been 
tampered with. An expectation of ad- 
ditional indictments from revelations 
in the files of Rothstein’s activity in 
labor troubles involving communists 
has been extended by the district at- 
torney.

Northcott killed his victims with 
an automatic pistol, he told officers. 
He put them out of the way because 
they knew too much, he said, adding 
that he made them kneel at an altar 
and pray before they died. 

Previously Northcott made a writ- 
ten confession to the effect he had 
slain Alvain Gothea, Mexican, on his 
chicken ranch about February 2, the 
date named in the indictment. 

When he made the admission he 
said he would plead guilty. He _ de-s 
——« that he be permitted such a 
plea. 

Northeott’s counsel, Robert Savay, 
explained that since Riverside county 
had not established any corpus delecti, 
confession made by the accused man 
could not stand. 

Taken from jail in Los Angeles 
yesterday to the scene of the alleged 
crimes on his promise that he “might” 
lead officers to the spot where evi- 
dence of the killings -existed, investi- 
gators announced Northcott made a 
signed confession of the murder of 
Alvin Gothea, a Mexican youth. 

They said he then related a some- 
what incoherent story of the murder 
of eight other small boys on or near 
the farm, in four of which he was 
the killer. His victims, he said, were

It is a relief to tell everything. For 
the past three weeks I have realized 
that I must tell or go mad. It wasn’t 
so bad up there in Canada, but—well, 
the minute the train entered Califor- 
nia I knew it wouldn’t be long before 
I told about everything.” 

He. hinted that another member of 
his family other than his mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Louisa Northcott, who is held 
in Calgary, was involved in the crimes. 
Before making the written confession 
he threatened his father, Cyrus 
Northcott, with “teHing everything.” 

Northcott told the officers that he 
had erected an improvised altar at the 
ranch and that he had forced each of 
his victims to say his prayers before 
killing them. He said he cried as he 
and young Clark buried Walter Col- 
lins. He accused young Clark of 
also mistreating the victims.

mysteriously slain Monday night, was 
the victifn of a jealous rival in a love 
affair but no clues to the murderer 
have been obtained, the police said 
Tuesday night. Brandon had many af- 
fairs with women, the police say. One 
of these, they add, caused his death, 
but which one they are unable to de- 
termine, 

“We are stalemated,” Chief of 
Detectives A. Lamar Poole an- 
nounced after a day of investigations, 
rumor chasings and questioning of 
witnesses. “We are convinced that 
Brandon was killed over a woman, 
but over what woman and who actual- 
ly did the killing we do not know.” 

From immediately after the murder 
Monday night, when they took into 
custody a comely widow who admit- 
ted she was a “friend” of Brandon, 
until late Tuesday night, when they 
had finished questioning a beautiful 
blonde, the police have followed the 
theory of jealousy as the motive but 
thus far have been unable to find a 


lead to the slayer. 
Friends Are Grilled. 


A long line of witnesses and friends 
of Brandon were questioned Tuesday 
by Chief Poole and Detective John 
W. Lowe, who are heading the po- 
lice investigation. 
doti's alleged love affairs with a num- 
ber of women, young and middle-aged, 
married, divorced and sing)]:, beauti- 
ful and otherwise. But none of them 
were able to give any reason or name 
any one whom they thought might 
have taken his life. 

“We have found out considerable 
concerning Brandon’s private life and 
I am convinced that the murder was 
caused by jealousy,” Chief Poole said. 
“Beginning tomorrow we are going 
to delve deeply into each one of these 
affairs and from them I believe we 
will learn who did it and why.” 

Chief Poole was pinning some hope 
in a mysterious telephone call he re- 
ceived shortly before midnight Mon- 
day night.

Deprived of its supply of natural 
gas through a fire set by some mis- 
chief maker, Billings, Mont., has been 
practically without fuel during the 
two coldest days of the winter. 

The city uses no fuel except gas 
from the Elk Basin field, near the 
Wyoming border. It is piped under 
high pressure through a 52-mile line. 
At the border yesterday flames were 
found shooting 50 feet into the air. 
The pipe was closed at that point un- 
til the fire could be extinguished and 
repairs made. The city today was de- 
pendent on the gas remaining in the 
pipe between the fire and the city, 
about half its normal need. As a re- 
sult, schools were closed, industrial 
plants considerably inconvenienced and 
homes made uncomfortably cold. City 
officials said they believed some pas- 
serby, hearing the gas escaping from 
the high pressure line, had touched a 
match to it and, unable to extinguish 
the blaze, had made off without re- 
porting it. 

Rocks, Wyo., reported a tempera- 
ture of 28 below zero and Lander, 
with 20 degrees below zero, was the 
second coldest spot in that state.

Told Hudson of Shortage.

years or face a citation for contempt 
of court and a possible jail sentence. 

Otto Kouris, 28, and his wife Helen, 
are the couple involved. They 
have three children. MKouris earns 
$24 a week. 

They eloped to Kentucky five years 
ago to be married, and were romanti- 
cally happy for a time. 

Then came the first child; a year 
later a second; in another year there 
was a third. Quarrels arose over the 


care of the children and regarding the 
problem of rearing these a the hus- 
band’s salary. They decided they 
eould not make a go of it, and ap- 
plied mutually for a divorce. Both 
charged cruelty and neglect. 

Judge Harrison Ewing heard their 
cases in common pleas court today. 
When they had finished he said: 

“The most difficult problem that 
ean be presented to a court is that 
in which there are children involved. 
They are the most important princi- 
pals. in the case. 

“When this couple ran away at 
their age it was a gay adventure.

One man was dead and another in 
jail faced with the possibility of an- 
swering murder charges late Tuesday 
night, as the result of a “friendly 
scuffle” in which J. L. Simmons, of 
88 Druid circle, was fatally stabbed 
by a friend, Abdom Bradley, of the 
same address.

Mrs. Cone Released. 

Mrs. Ruth Cone, a widow and for 
ten years stenographer in the down- 
town offices of a leading coal com- 
pany, who was taken’ into custody 
Monday night and held as a material 
wtiness, was released Tuesday after- 
noon on orders from Chief Poole after 
investigation had verified her state 
ments that she, though friendly with 
Brandon for more than a year and 
with him a short while a few hours 
before he was slain, knew nothing of 
the killing. 

“Mrs. Cone in her statements Mon- 
day night led officers to believe that 
she knew more than she was telling, 
Chief Poole said. “However, it is 
now evident that she did not and 
therefore she is in no way implicated. 
Her release has been ordered.”’ 

Mrs. Cone told the police Monday 
night that Brandon had driven her 
and her daughters, Sylvia Ellison, 17, 
and Fern Ellison. 15, from her home, 
622 Killian street, S. W., to the At- 
lanta Athletie elub, where the two 
girls were to engage in a basketball 
game; that Brandon had promised to 
call for them when the game was con- 
cluded, and that she called his offices 
when he failed to appear. 

When Mrs. Cone called the Barclay 
and Brandon Undertaking company, of 
which the slain man was Vice presi- 
dent and manager, she was informed 
that he had been killed. She went to 
the office and there was met by Lieu- 
tenant T. Q. Sturdevant and Detective 
Lowe, who took her to headquarters 
after questioning her. 

Early Tuesday the police began to 
check Mrs. Cone’s story and upon find- 
ing it true in detail, she was released. 

At his offices in headquarters, Chief

Inquest Started. 

An inquest into Brandon’s death 
was begun late Tuesday afternoon by 
Coroner Paul Donohoo. A jury was 
impaneled but only a few of nearly a 
score of witnesses heard. It will be 
concluded today. The witnesses heard 
by the jurors included those interview- 
ed by police Monday night, who said 
they saw a “tall, slender man in a 
gray suit and brown hat” emerge from 
the murder car after firing the shots 
which killed Brandon as he drove with 
the slayer down Ivy street to Baker 
and across Peachtree. 

Regarding these witnesses Chief 
Poole said that he believed all per- 
sons who had been in the vicinity had 
been interviewed and that they had 
furnished a fair description of the 
slayer, though he was known to none 
of them. 

“These witnesses will prove inval- 
uable when we get the murderer,”’ 
Chief Poole said. “A number of them 
are confident they could recognize 
him and their information will be “used 
| for identification purposes.’ 
| ‘We are going to get right after 
.every angle of this case tomorrow,” 
Chief Poole said late Tuesday night 
‘after his first day’ s investigation had 
proved fruitless. “Our first leads all 
have exploded but I feel sure that no 
/man, prominent or otherwise could be 
killed in such a prominent section of 
the city at such a time of night and 
that murder go without solution.” 


Mrs. Cone Hits Police. 


At her home Tuesday night Mrs. 
Cone severely criticized the police for 
detaining her, 

“I told the police straightforwardly 
and without reservation all I knew 
about Mr. Brandon, that is as far as 
[ was concerned, as soon as they ques- 
tioned me at his offices,’ she said. I[ 
merely know Mr. Brandon just as 
hundreds of others know him. Yet 
because I had seen him a short time 
a few hours before he was killed I 
was detained.” 

“The police knew I would not run 
away from any investigation § they 
might make,” she added. “If they had 
called my employers or any one of 
several thousand persons who know 
me they could have found out that I 
am honorable and that every word I 
speak is the truth. But they did not 
do this and consequently I am _ hu- 
miliated in the eyes of the public. 
However, my true friends have been 
loyal to me and I certainly thank 
them for it.” 

Though confident that jealousy was 
the motive for the slaying of Bran- 
don the police Tuesday followed every 
clue they obtained concerning the 
dead man and his movement prior to 
ee which proved to be his 
as 

Headed by Detective Lowe a squad 
searched the city, questioned a wide 
number of the slain undertaker’s 
friends and traced his movement dur- 
ing the last week.

Both were ignorant of matrimonial 
problems and child care. 
“When the first child was one year 


old some court should-have given them 
# lesson in birth control at that time. 
They were before the juvenile court 
then. It was a shame they were not 
given lessons. 

“Tt was evident that the woman 
could not raise more than one child 
successfully. The couple needed two 
lessons—one a high school course on 
marriage preparation, the second a 
medical course on how to get along 
with a small family while the hus- 
band still was earning a small salary. 

“Three children in three years 
should -not be allowed. I am sorry 
the courts are not empowered by law 
to prescribe birth control at the right 
time. 

“T shall not allow you to impose 
any more children on yourselves or 
upon society. I therefore refuse you 
a divorce and impose on you three 
years of birth control. Go home.” 

In three years the couple may ap- 
ply for a divorce again if they have 
had no children in the meantime. If 
they do, the court will apply to them 
for an explanation. 

Those in the courtroom, including 
the young couple in the spotlight, 
were stunned by the decision. Reac- 
tion came at once. Bishop Schrembs, 
of the Roman Catholic diocese, of 
Cleveland, was quick to characterize 
it as a “most inhuman decision, to 
give which he went entirely off his 
rights.” 

There is nothing to indicate that 
any action will be taken to dispute the 
judge’s right to make his ruling. So 
far as is known the couple involved 
do not intend to appeal. 

Under Ohio laws doctors may give 
information on birth control.

BETTER GEORGIA ROADS 


New York Governor-Elect 
Guest of Honor at Chipley 
Celebration. 


* 

Warm Springs, Ga., December 4.— 
(P) — Governor-elect Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, of New York, was extended 


the hospitality of Georgia country 
folks today, and said he liked it. 

Surrounded by nearly 1,000 persons 
at Chipley, a nearby town, he heard 
himself referred to as “the man that 
the people of America are looking to 
and heard the Warm Springs founda- 
tion,. of which he was the founder, 
described as “the summer white house 
of 1932.” “ 

His response was a neighborly talk 
on agricultural problems, the neces- 
sity of good roads, and the need of 
abolishing sectionalism. 

The gathering represented efforts of 
Chipley citizens to show appreciation 
for what Mr. Reosevelt has done for 
this section of the state. Reference 
was made to his recent election to the 
governorship, but in the main he was 
accepted on the basis of a friend. 

‘. “Greatest Hero.” 

“He is our greatest hero and our 
adopted son.” said Judg> C. S. Me- 
Laughlin, of Columbus, in introduc- 
ing him. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that rather than 
heing an adopted son, he had adopted 
Georgia. His interests here were the 
interests of the people before him, he 
said, and his problems their problems. 

‘Good roads must be built,” he 
said. “and new settlers encouraged if 
we are to grow, and be prosperous. 
Every child must be educated, and 
there must be a spirit of cooperation. 
We must not only maintain our own 
family life, but must help build the 
community life as well.”

tems, he asserted.” Thus sectionalism, 
the governor-elect said, was almost @ 
thing of the past. 

Stresses Road Building. 

Mr. Roosevelt laid special stress on 
the importance of road building. ‘In 
the past Georgia has been lagging be- 
hind in that pursuit, he said, but was 
doing better. now. 

“Several years ago,” he said, “when 
we in the east would ask for road in- 
formation before going to Florida we 
would be told that Virginia was all 
right, that the Carolinas were all right, 
but “God help you when you get to 
Georgia.” But today we are making 
headway and at the present pace Geor- 
gia will soon rank with other states 
in the matter of roads.” 

Mr. Roosevelt also urged develop- 
ment of the Pine mountain area 
through the building of roads and es- 
tablishment of facilities for tourists. 

The governor-elect spoke at the 
Methodist church, and seated on the 
platform with him and local repre- 
sentatives were the New York state 
democratic leaders, Senator Bernard 
Downing. Assemblyman Maurice 
Bloch and State Democratic Chairman 
M. William Bray, who are visiting 
here. 

Immediately after the speech-making 
the visitors were treated to an old- 
fashioned southern barbecue. and then 
returned here to resume conferences on 
state affairs.

“I wish to repeat again for the

.perialistic. 

e “Many people at home and abroad, 
‘who constantly make this charge, are 
the same ones who are even more 
solicitous to have us extend assistance 
to foreign countries. When such as- 
sistance is granted the inevitable re- 
sult is that we have foreign interests. 
For us to refuse the customary sup- 


port and protection cf such interests 
would be in derogatiun of the sev- 
ereignty of this nation. Our largest 
foreign interests are in the British 
empire, France ami Italy. Because we 
are constantly solicitous for those in- 
terests, 1 doubt if anyone would sup- 
pose that those countries feel we har- 
bor toward them any militaristic or 
imperialistic design. 3 
Cites Cuba As Instance. 


“AS for smaller countries, we cer- 
tainly do not want any of them. We 
are more anxious~than they are to 
have their sovereignty respeeted. Our 
entire influence is in behalf of their 
independence. Cuba stands as a witness 
to our adherence to this principle.” 
_ The president also reiterated his 
opposition to pulting the government 
into the power or nitrate business in 
connection with legislation affecting 
the Colorado river or Muscle Shoals. 
Of the Colorado river he said a sum- 
mary of the report of a board ay- 
pointed to study that project showed 
it preferred the Black Canyon site. 
He added that he felt warranted “in 
recommending a measure which will 
protect the rights of the states, dis- 
charge the necessary government fune- 
tions, and leave the electrical field to 
private enterprise.” 

In connection wifh. Muscle Shoals, 
President Coolidge suggested a di- 
vision of the property into “its two 
component parts of power and nitrate 
plants” by which it would be possible 
to “dispose of the power, reserving 
the right to any concern that wished 
to make nitrates to use any power 
that might be needed for that pur- 
pose.” He opposed buildipg another 
dam at public expense, saying future 
operators should provide for that them- 
selves, ; . 

“But if they were to be required to 
repay the cost of such dam, with the 
prevailing commercial rate of interest, 
considerably 
lessened,”” he said. 

Economies of Administration. 


Reviewing the efforts of the ad- 
ministration to economize in public 
expenditures. the president declared 


that instead of a deficit of $94,000,- 


000 which was expected last June for 
the current fiscal year, “the combina- 
tion of economy and good times now 
indicates a surplus of about $37,- 
000,000.” He said, however, that there 
would be no large enough surplus for 
further tax reduction.

Text of Message. 


Following the full text of the mes- 
sage: 

Yo the congress of the United 
States: 

No congress of the United States 
ever assembled, on surveying the state 
of the union, has met with a more 
pleasing prospect than that which ap- 
pears at~the present time. In the 
domestic field there is tranquility and 
contentment, harmonious rejations be- 
tween management aud Wage earner, 
freedom from industrial strife, and 
the highest record of years of pros- 
perity. In the foreign field there is 
peace, the gvod will which comes 
from mutual understanding, and the 
knowledge that the problems which a 
short time ago appeared so ominous 
are yielding to the touch of mani- 
fest friendship. The great wealth cre- 
ated by our enterprise and industry. 
and saved by our econemy, has had 
the widest distribution among our own 
people, and has gone out in a steady 
stream to serve the charity and. the 
business of the world. The require- 
ments of existence have passed be- 
youd the standard of necessity iuto 
the region of luxury. Enlarging pro- 
duction is consumed by an increasing 
demand at home and an expanding 
commerce abroad.- The country can 
regard the present with satisfaction 
and anticipate the future with. op- 
timism. 

The main source of these unexam- 
pled blessings lies in the integrity and 
character of the American people. 
They have had great faith, which 
they have supplemented with mighty 
works. They have been able to put 
trust in each other and trust in their 
sovernment. Their candor in deal- 
ing with foreign governments has 
commanded respect and confidence. 
Yet these remarkable powers would 
have been exerted almost in vain 
without the constant cooperation and 
eareful administration of the fed- 
eral government. 

Constructive Economy. 

We have beén coming intv a pe- 
riod which may be fairly character- 
ized as a conservation of our national 
resources. Wastefulness in public 
business and private enterprise has 
been displaced by constructive econ- 
omy. ‘This has been accomplished by | 
bringing our domestic and foreign re- 
lations more and more under a reign 
of law. A rule of force has been 
giving way to_a rule of reason. We 
have substituted for the vicious cir- 
c'» of increasing expenditures, in- 
creasing tax rates, and diminishing 
profits the charmed circle of dimin- 
ishing expenditures, diminishing tax 
rates, and increasing profits. 

Four times we have made a drastic 
revision of our internal revenue syYs- 
tem, abolishing many taxes and sub- 
stantially reducing almost all others. 
Each time the resulting stimulation 
to business has so increased taxable 
incomes and profits that a surplus has 
been produced, One-third of the na- 
tional debt has been paid, while much 
of the other two-thirds has been re- 
func | at lower rates, and these sav- 
ings of interest and constant ecoro- 
mies have enabled us to repeat the 
satisfying process of more tax reduc- 
tions. Under this sound and health- 
ful encouragement the national in- 
come has increased nearly 50 per 
cent, until it is estimated to stand 
well over $90,000,000;000. It has 
been a method which has performed 
the seeming miracle of leaving a much 
great : percentage of earnings in the 
hands of the taxpayers with scarcely 
any diminution, af. the . government 
revenue. ‘That is constructive econ- 
omy in the highest degree. It is the 
cornerstone «of prosperity, It should 
not fail to be continued, 

This action began by the applica- 
tion of economy’ to* public expendi- 
ture. If it is to be permanent, it 
must be made so by the repeated ap- 
plication of economy. There is no 
‘-rplus on which to base further tax 
revision at this time. Last June the 
estimates showed a threatened deficit 
for the current fiscal year of $94,- 
000.000. Under my direction the de- 
partments began saving all they could 
out of their present appropriations. 
The last tax reduction brought an 
encouraging improvement in business, 
beginning early in October, which 
will also increase our revenue, The 
combination of economy and good 
times now indicates: a surplus of 
about $37.000,000. This is a margin 
of less than 1 per cent on our ex- 
penditures and makes it obvious that 
the treasury is in no condition to 
undertake increases: in. expenditures 
to be made before June It is nee- 
essary therefore during the present 
session to refrain from. new appro- 
priations for immediate outlay, or If 
such are absolutely required to pre- 
vide for them by new revenue; other- 
wise, we shall reach the end of the 
rear with the unthinkable result of an 
unbalanced budget. For the _ first 
time during my term of office we face 
that eortingency. I am certain that 
the congress would not pass and J 
should not feel warranted in approv- 
ing legislation which would involve 
us in that financial disgrace. 

Finances Satisfactory . 

On the whole of the finances of the 
eovernment are most satisfactory.. 
Tast vear the national debt was re- 
diced about £906.000,009. The re- 
fundine and retirement of the second 
and third liberty loans pave just been 
brourht to’ a sucessf™ conelusion, 
which will sare’ akout $75.000,000 a 
vear in interest... The unpaid balance 
tos been arranged in maturities con- } 
venient fer earrying out our per- 
morent debt-paying program. 

The enormous savings made have 
not been at the expense of any legiti- 
mate publie need. The government 
plant has been kept up and many 
improvements are under way, while 
its service is fully manned and the 
ceneral efficieney of operation has in- 
crensed. We have been enabled to 
undertake many new = enterprises. 
Among these are the adjusted com- 
pensation of the veterans of the world 
war. which is costing us $112,000,000 
a vear: amortizing our liability to the 
civil service retirement funds. $20.- 
000.000: increase of expenditures for 
rivers and. harbors including flood 
contro], $43,030,000: public buildings. 
$47,000,000. In 1928 we spent $50.- 
000,000 in. the adjustment of war 
claims and alien property. These are 
examples of a large list of items. 

; Foreign Relations. 

When we turn from our domestic 
affairs to our foreign relations, we 
likewise perceive peace and progress 
The sixth international conference o° 
American states was held at Habana 
inst winter. Ht contributed to a het- 
fer understanding and cooperatim 
among .the nations. “Kleven imper- 
‘tant conventions were signed and 71 
resolutions passed. Pursuant to the 
plan then adopted, this government 
has invited the other 20 nations of 
this hemisphere te a conference on 
eonciliation and arbitration, which 
meets in Washington on December 10. 
All the nations have aceepted and 
the expectation is justified that im- 
portant progress will be made in meth- 
ods fer resolving international. differ 
ences by means of -arbitration. 

During the year we bave signed 11 
new arbitration treaties, and 22 more 
are under negofiation. : 

Nicaragua. : 

When a destructive and bloody revy- 
olution lately broke Out in Niearagua. 
at the earnest and repented entreaties 
of itx goverument I dispatched our 
marine ferces there to protect the lives 
ved interests of our citizens. To com 
pese the contending parties, [ sent

mer secretary of war and now gover- 
nor general of the Philippine islands, 
who secured an agreement that war- 
fare should cease, a national election 
should be held and peace should be re- 
stored. Both parties conscientiously 
cafried out. this agreement, with the 
exception of a few bandits who late: 
mostly surrendered or left the country. 
President Diaz appointed Brigadier 
General Frank R. McCoy, United 
States army, president of the elec- 
tion board, which included also one, 
member of each political party. 

A free and fair election has been 
held and has worked out so success- 
fully that both parties have joined in 
requesting like cooperation from this 
country at the’ election four years 
hence, to which I have refrained from 
making any commitments, although 
our country must be gratified at such 
an exhibition of success and appre- 
ciation. Nicaragua is regaining its 
prosperity and has taken a long step 
in the direction of peaceful self-gov- 


ernment. 
Tacna-Arica. 

The long-standing diiferences be- 
tween Chile and Veru have been suf-, 
ficiently composed so that diplomatic 
relations have been resumed by the 
exchange of ambassadors. Negotia- 
tions are hopefully proceeding as this 
is written for the final adjustment of 
the differences over their. disputed 
territory. 

Mexico. 

Our relations with Mexico are on 
a more satisfactory basis than at any 
time since their revolution. Many 
misunderstandings have been resolved 
and the most frank and friendly ne- 
gotiations promise a final adjustment 
of all unsettled questions. It is ex- 
ceedingly gratifying that Ambassador 
Morrow has been able to bring our 
two neighboring countries, which have 
so many interests in common, to a 
position of confidence in each other 
and of respect for mutual sovereign 


rights. 
China. 

The situation in China which a few 
months ago was so threatening as to 
call for the dispatch of a large adidi- 
tional force has been much composed. 
The nationalist government has estab- 
lished itself over the country and pro- 
mulgated a new organic law announc- 
ing a program intended to promote 
the political and economic welfare of 
the people. We have recognized this 
government, encouraged its progress, 
and have negotiated a treaty restor- 
ing to China complete tariff antonomy 
and guaranteeing our citizens against 
discriminations. Our trade in tbat 
quarter is increasing and our forces 
are being reduced. 

Greek and Austrian Debts. 

Pending before the ‘congress is a 
recommendation for the settlement of 
the Greek debt and the Austrian debt. 
Both of these are comparatively small 
and otirr country can atford to be gen- 
erous. ‘The rehabilitation of these 
countries awaits their settlement. 
There would also be advantages to our 
trade. We could scarcely afford to 
be the only nation that refuses the 
relief which Austria seeks, ‘The con- 
gress has already granted Austria a 
long-time moratorium, which it is un- 
derstood will be waived and immediate 
payments begun .on her debt on the 
same basis which we have extended 
to other countries. 

Peace Treaty. 

One of the most important treaties 
ever laid before the senate of the 
United States will be that which the 
15 nations recently signed at Varis. 
and to which 44 other nations have 
declared their intention to adhere, re- 
nouncing war as a national policy 
and agreeing to resort only to peace- 
ful means for the adjustment of inter- 
national differences. It is the most 
solemn declaration against war, the 
most positive adherence to peace, that 
it is possible for sovereign nations 
to make. It does not supersede our 
inalienable sovereign right and duty 
of national defense or undertake to 
commit us before the event to any 
mode of action which the congress 
might decide to be wise if ever the 
treaty should be broken. But it is a 
new standard in the world = around 
which can rally the informed and en- 
lightened opinion of nations to pre- 
vent their governments from being 
forced into hostile action by the tem- 
porary outbreak of international ani- 
mosities. The observance of this cov- 
enant, so simple and so straightfor- 
ward, promises more for the peace of 
the world than any other agreement 
ever negotiated among the nations. 

National Defense. 

The first duty of our government 
to its own citizens and foreigners 
within its borders is the preservation 
of order. Unless and until that duty 
is met a government is not even eligi- 
ble for recognition among the family 
of nations. The advancement of worid 
civilization likewise dependent 
upon that order among the people of 
ditferent countries which we term 
peace. To insure our citizens against 
ihe infringement of their legal rights 
at home and abroad, to preserve order, 
liberty, and peace by making the law 
supreme, we have an army and a 
navy. 

Both of these are organized for de- 
fensive purposes, Our army could not 
be much reduced, but dves not need to 
be increased. Such new housing and 
repairs as are necessary are under 
way and the five-year program in avi- 
ation is. being put into effect in both 
branches of our service. 

Qur navy, according to generally 
accepted standards, is deficient im) 
cruisers, We have ten comparatively 
new. vessels, twenty-two that are old. 
and eight to be built. It is evident 
that renewals and replacements must 
be provided. This matter was thor-

Washington, December 4.—(AP)—The following are 
high spots in.President Coolidge’s annual massage: 

Passage of the bill for the construction of fifteen cruisers 
and cne aircraft carrier. 

The creation of a federal farm board with a revolving 
fund from the treasury to assist in the orderly marketing of 
the surplus of crops due to weather and seasonal conditions. 

Enactment of a law to promote railroad consolidations 
with a view to making better transportation at less cost to 
the public. 

Development of rivers and harbor improvements as al- 
ready authorized as well as waterways and flood control proj- 
ects but no further authorizations at present. 

Construction of an irrigation flood control and water 
supply project on the Colorado river leaving the electrical 
pow€r field to private enterprise. 

Lease of Muscle Shoals to private interests for the pro- 
duction of nitrates and power. 

Conservation of oil and natural resources on public land. 

Continuation of the policy of restricted immigration. 

ederal enforcement of the eighteenth amendment and 
contributory laws with cooperation from the states. 


phasized in my last message, the gov- 
ernment should assume no responsibil- 
ity in normal times for crop surplus 
clearly due to overextended acreage. 
The government should, however, pro- 
vide reliable information as a guide 
to private effort; and in this con- 
nection fundamental research on pros- 
pective supply and demand, as a guide 
to preduction and marketing, should 
be encouraged. Expenditure of publie 
funds to bring in more new land 
should have most searching serutiny, 
so long as our farmers face wmnsatis- 
factory prices for crops and livestock 
produced on land already under cul- 
tivation. 

Every proper effort should: be made 
to put Jand to uses for which it is 
adapted. ‘The reforestation of land 
best suited for timber production 1s 
progressing and should be encouraged, 
and to this end the forest taxation in- 
quiry was instituted te afford a prac- 
tical guide for public policy. ln- 
provement has been made in grazing 
regulation in the forest reserves, not 
only to protect the ranges, but to pre- 
serve the soil from erosion. Similar 
action is urgently needed to protect 
other public lands which are now 
overgrazed and rapidly eroding. 

Avoid Temporary Expedients. 

Temporary expedients, though some- 
times capable of appeasing the de- 
mands of the moment, can not per- 
manently solve the surplus problem 
and might seriously aggravate it. 
Hence putting the government direct- 
ly into business, subsidies, and price 
fixing, and the alluring promises of 
political action as a substitute for 
private initiative, should be avoided. 

The government should aid in pro- 
moting orderly marketing and in han- 
dling surpluses clearly due to weath- 
er and seasonal conditions. As a be- 
ginning there should be created a fed- 
eral farm board consisting of able and 
experienced men empowered to advise 
producers’ associations in establishing 
central agencies or stabilization cor- 
porations to handle surpluses, to seek 
more economical means of merchan- 
dising and to aid the producer in se- 
curing returns according to the qual- 
ity of his product. A revolving loan 
fond: should be provided for the neces- 
sary finaneing uptil these agencies 
shall have.developed,means of financ- 
ing their operations through regularly 
constituted credit institutéons. Such 
a bill should earry authority for rais- 
ing the money, by loans or otherwise, 
necessary to meet the expense, as the 
treasury has no surplus. 

Agriculture has lagged behind in- 
dustry in achieving that unity of ef- 
fort which modern economic life de- 
mands. The cooperative movement, 
which is gradually building the need- 
ed organization, is in harmony with 
public interest and therefore merits 
public encouragement. 

The Responsibility of the States. 


Important phases of publie policy 
related to agriculture lie within the 
sphere of the states. While succes- 
sive reductions in federal taxes have 
relieved most farmers of direct taxes 
to the national government, state and 
local levies have become a serious bur- 
den. This problem needs immediate 
and thorough study with a view to 
correction at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. It will have to be made large- 
ly by the states themselves. 

Commerce. 


It is desirable that the government 
continue its helpful attitude toward 
American business. The activities of 
the department of commerce have con- 
tributed largely to the present. satis- 
factory position in our international 
trade, which has reached about $¥.,- 
000,000,000 annually. There should 
be no slackening of effort in that 
direction. .Jt is also important that 
the department's assistance to domes- 
tic commerce be continued. Ther® is 
probably no way in which the gov- 
ernment cancaid sound economie prog- 
ress more effectively than by coop- 
erating with our business men to re- 
duce wastes in distribution. 

Commercial Aeronautics, 

Continued progress in civil aviation 
is most gratifying. Demands for air- 
planes and motors have taxed both 
the industry and the licensing and in- 
spection service of the department of 
commerce to their capacity. While 
the compulsory licensing provisions of 
the air commerce act apply only to 
equipment and personnel engaged in 
interstate and foreign commerce, a 
federal license may be procured by 
anyone possessing the necessary quali- 
fications. State legislation, local air- 
port gegulations and insurance re- 
quirements make such a license prac- 
tically indispensable. This results in 
uniformity of regulation and increas- 
ed safety in operation, which are es- 
sential to aeronautical development. 
Over 17,000 young men and women 
have now applied for federal air- 
pilot’s licenses or permits. More than 
SO per cent of them applied during 
the past year. 

Our national airway system exceeds 
14.000 miles in length and has 7,500 
miles lighted for night operations. 
Provision has been made for lighting 
4.000 miles more during the current 
fiscal year and equipping apy equal 
mileage with radio facilities. Three- 
quarters of our people are now served 
by these routes. With the rapid 
growth of air mail, express and pas- 
senger service, this new ftransporta- 
tion medium is daily becoming a more 
important factor in commerce. It is 
noteworthy that this development has 
taken place without governmental 
subsidies. Commercial passenger 
flights operating on schedule have 
reached 13,000 miles per day. 

During the next fortnight this na- 
tion will entertain the nations of the 
world in a celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the first success- 
ful airplane flight. ‘The credit for 
this epoch-making achievement _ be- 
longs to a citizen of our own coun- 
try, Orville Wright. 

Cuban Parcel Post. 

I desire to repeat my recommenda- 
tion of an earlier message, that con- 
gress enact the legislation necessary 
to make permanent the parcel post 
convention with Cuba, both as a fa- 
cility te American commerce and as a 
measure of equity to Cuba in the one 


are so well known to the congress that 
they do not require any restatement. 


Veterans. 

The magnitude of our present sys- 
tem of veterans’ relief is without 
precedent, and the results have been 
far-reaching. For years a. service 
pension has been granted to the grand 
army and lately to the survivors ot 
the Spanish-American war. . At the 
time we entered the world war, how- 
ever, congress departed from the usual 
pension system followed by our. gov- 
ernment. Eleven years have elapsed 
since our laws were first’ enacted, 
initiating a system of compensation, 
rehabilitation, hospitalization, and in- 
surance for the disabled of the world 
war and their dependents. The ad- 
ministration of all the laws concern- 
ing relief has been a difficult task, but 
it ean safely be stated that these 
measures have omitted nothing in their 
desire to deal generously and humane- 
ly. We should continue to foster this 
system and provide all the facilities 
necessary for adequate care. It is the 
conception of our government that the 
pension roll is an honor roll. it should 
include all those who are justly en- 
titled to its benefits, but exclude all 
others. 

Annual expenditures for all forms 
of veterans’ relief now approximate 
$765,000,000, and are increasing from 
year to year. It is doubtful if the 
peak of expenditures will be reached 
even under present legislation for 
some time yet to come. Further 
amendments to the existing law will 
be suggested by the American Legion, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars of 
the United States, the Disabled Amer- 
ican Veterans of the World War, 
and other like organizations, and it 
may be necessary for administrative 
purposés, or in order to remove some 
existing inequalities in the present 
law, to make further changes. I am 
sure that such recommendations as 
may be submitted’ to the congress will 
receive your careful consideration. But 
because of the vast expenditure now 
being made each year, with every as- 
surance that it will increase, and be- 


existing law, the proposal of any ad- 
ditional legislation dealing with this 
subject should receive most searching 
scrutiny from the congress. 

You are familiar with the sugges- 
tion that the various public agencies 
now dealing with matters of veterans’ 
relief be consolidated in one yovern- 
ment department. Some advantages to 
this plan seem apparent, especially in 
the simplification ef administration 
and in the opportunity of bringing 
about a greater uniformity in the ap- 
plication of veterans’ relief. I recom- 
mend that a survey be made by the 
proper committees of congress dealing 
with this subject, in order to deter- 
mine whether legislation to secure 
this consolidation is desirable. 


Agriculture. 

The past year has been marked by 
notable though not uniform improve- 
ment in agriculture. The general pur- 
chasing power of farm products and 
the volume of production have ad- 
yaneced. This means not only further 
progress in overcoming the price dis- 
parity into which agriculture was 
plunged in 1920-21, but also increased 
efficiency on the part of farmers and 
a well-grounded confidence in the fu- 
ture of agriculture. 

The livestock industry has attained 
the best balance for many years and 
is prospering conspicuously, Dairymen, 
beef producers and poultrymen and re- 
ceiving substantially larger returns 
than last year. Cotton, although low- 
er in price than at this time last year, 
was produced in greater volume, and 
the prospect for cotton incomes is 
favorable. But .progress is never uni- 
form in a vast. and highly diversified 
agriculture or industry. Cash grains, 
hay, tobacco and potatoes will bring 
somewhat smaller returns this year 
than: last. Present indications are, 
however, that the gross farm income 
will be somewhat larger than in the 
crop vear 1927-28. when the _ total 
was $12.2523.000.000. The correspond- 
ing figure for 1926-27 was 812,127,- 
000,000, and in 1925-26, $12,.670,000,- 
O00, Still better results would have 
been secured this vear had there not 
heen an undue increase in the pro- 
duction of certain crops. This is par- 
ticularly true of potatoes, which have 
sold at an unremunerative price, or 
at rn Joss, as direct result of ever- 

Needs Improvement. 

The present status of agriculture, 
althougir greatly improved over that of 
a few years ago, bespeaks the need of 
further improvement, which calls for 
determined effort of farmers them- 
selves, encouraged and assisted by wise 
nublic policy. The government has 
been, and must continue to be, alive 
to the needs of agriculture, 

In the past eight years more con- 
structive legislation of direct benefit 
to agriculture has been adopted than 
during any other period. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has been broad- 
ened and reorganized to insure greaft- 
er efficiency. The department is lay- 
ing greater stress on the economic 
and business phases of agriculture. It 
is lending every possible assistance to 
cooperative marketing associations. 
Regulatory and research work . have 
been segrezguted in order that each 
field may be served more effectively. 

I can not too strongly conmend, 
in the field of fact finding, the re- 
search work of the department of 
agriculture and the state experiment 
stations. The department now receives 
annually $4,000,000 more for research 
than in 1921. In addition, the funds 
paid to the states for experimentation 
purposes under the Purnell act con- 
stitute an annual increase in federal] 
payments to state agricultural experi- 
rent stations of $2,400,000 over the 
amount appropriated in 1921. The pro- 
gram of support for research may 
wisely be continued and expanded. 
Since 1921 we have appropriated near- 
ly an additional $2,000,000 for exten- 
Sion work, and this sum is to be in- | 
creased next year under authorization 
by the Capper-Ketcham act. 

The Surplus Probiem. 

While these developments in fun- 
damental research. regulation, and dis- 
semination of agricultural information 
are of distinct help to agriculture, ad- 
ditional effort is needed. The surpjus 
problem demands attention, As em-

“Maine” Battleship Memorial. 

When I attended the Pan-Ameri- 
can conference at Havana the presi- 
dent of Cuba showed me a marble 
statue made from the original memo- 
rial that was overturned by a storm 
after it was erected on the Cuban 
shore to the memory of the men who 
perished in the destruction of the bat- 
tleship Maine. As a_ testimony of 
friendship and appreciation of the 
Cuban government and people he most 
generously offered to present this to 
the United States, and I assured him 
of my pleasure in accepting it. There 
is no location in the white house for 
placing so large and heavy a struc- 
ture, and I therefore urge the con- 
gress to provide by law for some lo- 
cality where it can be set up. 

Railroads. 

In previous annual messages I have 
‘suggested the enactment of laws to pro- 
‘mote railroad consolidation with the 
‘view of increasing the efficiency of 
‘transportation and lessening its cost 
ito the public. While consolidations can 
‘and should be made under the present 
‘law until it is changed, yet the pro- 
visions of the act of 1920 have not 
‘been found fully adequate to meet the 
‘needs of other methods of consolida- 
tion. Amendments designed to remedy 
these defects have been considered at 
length by the respective committees 
‘of congress and a bill was reported 
out late in the ‘last session which ] 
uiderstand has the approval in prin- 
ciple of the interstate commerce Ccom- 
mission. It is to be hoped that this 
legislation may be enacted at an early 
date. 

Experience has shown that the in- 
terstute commerce law requires defi- 
nition and clarification in several 
other respects, some of hich have 
been pointed out by the interstate com- 
merce commission in its annual re- 
ports to the congress. It will promote 
the public interest to have the con- 
gress give early consideration to the 
recommendations there made. 

Merchant Marine, 

The cost of maintaining the United 
States government merchant fleet has 
been steadily reduced. We have estab- 
lished American flag lines in foreign 
trade where they had never before 
existed as a means of promoting com- 
merce and as a naval auxiliary. There 
have been sold to private American 
‘apital for operation within the past 
few years 14 of these lines, which, 
under the encouragement of the recent 
legislation passed by the congress, give 
promise of continued successful oper- 
ation. Additional legislation from time 
to time may be necessary to promote 
future advancement under private con- 
trol. 

Through the cooperation of the post- 
office department and the shipping 
board long-term contracts are being 
made with American steamship lines 
for carrying mail, which already prom- 
ise the construction of 15 to 20 new 
vessels and the gradual reestablish- 
ment of the American merchant ma- 
rine as a private enterprise. No action 
of the national government has been 
so beneficial to our shipping. The 
cost is being absorbed to a consider- 
able extent by the disposal of unprof- 
itable lines operated by the shipping 
board, for which the new law has 
made a market. Meanwhile it should 
be our policy to maintain necessary 
strategic lines under the government 
operation until they can be trans- 
ferred to private capital. 

Inter-American Highway. 

In my message last year I expressed 
the view that we should lend our en- 
couragement for more good roads to 
all the principal points on this hemi- 
sphere south of the Rio Grande. My 
view has not changed. The Pan-Ameri- 
ean union has recently indorsed it. In 
some of the countries to the south a 
creat deal of progress is being made 
in road building. In others engineer- 
ing features are often exacting and 
financing difficult. As those countries 
enter upon programs for road building 
we should be ready to contribute from 
our abundant experience to make their 
task easier of accomplishment. I pre- 
fer not to go into civil life to accom- 
plish this end. We already furnish 
military and naval advisors, and fol- 
lowing this precedent we could draw 
competent men from these same 
sources and from the department of 
agriculture. 

We should provide our southern 
neighbors, if they request it, with such 
engineer advisors for the construction 
of roads and bridges. Private interests 
should look with favor upon all rea- 
sonable loans sought by these coun- 
tries to open main lines of travel. 
Such assistance should be,given es- 
pecially to any project for a highway 
designed to connect all the countries 
on this hemisphere and thus facilitate 
intercourse and closer relations among 
them. 


Air Mail Service. 

The friendly relations and the ex- 
fensive commercial intercourse with 
the western hemisphere to the south 
of us are being further cemented by 
the establishment and extension of 
air mail routes. We shall soon have 
one from Key West, Fla., to Cuba, 
Haiti and Santo Domingo to San 
‘Juan, P. R., where it will connect 
with another route to Trinidad. There 
will be another route from Key West 
to the Canal Zone, where connection 
will be made with a route across the 
northern coast of Sonth America to 
Paramaribo. This will give us a circle 
around the Caribbean under our own 
control. Additional connections will 
be made at Colon with a route run- 
ning down the west coast of South 
America as far as Concepcion, Chile, 
and with the French air mail at Para- 
maribo running down the - eastern 
coast of South America. The air 
service already spans our continent, 
with laterals running to Mexico and 
Cannda. and covering a daily flight of 
over 28,000 miles, with an average 
cargo of 15,000 pounds. 

Waterways. 

Our river and harbor improvements 
are proceeding with vigor. In the past 
few years we have increased the ap- 
propriation for this regular work $28,- 
(00.000, besides what is to be expend- 
ed on flood control. The total appro- 
priation for this year was over $91,- 
000.000. The Ohio river is almost 
ready for opening; work on the Mis- 
souri and other rivers is under way. 
In accordance with the Mississippi 
flood law army engineers are making 
investigations and surveys on other 
streams throughout the country with 
a view to flood control, navigation, 
waterpower and irrigation. Our barge 
lines are being operated under gen- 
erous appropriations, afid negotiations 
are developing relative to the St. Law- 
rence waterway. To secure the largest 
benefits from all these waterways 
joint rates must be established with 
the railroads, preferably by agreement 
but otherwise as a result of congres- 
sional action. 

We have recently passed’ several 
river and harbor bills. The work or- 
dered by the congress, not yet com- 
pleted, will cost about $245,000,000, 
besides the hundreds of millions to be 
spent on the Mississippi flood way. 
Until we can see our way out of this 
expense no further river and harbor 
legislation should be passed, as expen- 
ditures to put it into effect would be 
four or five years away. 

rrigation of Arid Lands. 

For many years the federal govern- 
ment has been committed to the wise 
policy of reclamation and _ irrigation. 
While it has met with some failures 
due to unwise selection of projects 
and lack of thorough soil surveys, .so

one would advocate its abandonment. 
The program to which we are already 
committed, providing for the construc- 
tion of new projects authorized by con- 
gress and the completion of old proj- 
ects, will tax the resources of the rec- 
lamation fund over a period of years. 
The high cost of improving and equip- 
ping farms adds to the difficulty of 
securing settlers for vacant farms on 
federal] projects. 

Readjustments authorized by the 
reclamation relief act of May 25, 1926, 
have given more favorable terms of 
repayment to settlers. These new fi- 
nancial arrangements and the general 
prosperity on irrigation projects have 
resulted in increased collections by the 
department of the interior of charges 
due the reclamation fund. Neverthe- 
less, the demand for still smaller year- 
ly payments on some projects con- 
tinues. These conditions should have 
consideration in connection with any 
proposed new projects. 

Colorado River. 

For several years the congress has 

considered the erection of a dam on 


the Colorado river: for flood-control, 
irrigation, and domestic water pur- 
poses, all of which may properly be 
functions. 
There would be an incidental ereation 
of water power which could be used 
for generating electricity. As private 
enterprise can very well fill this field, 
there is no need for the government to 
go into it. It is unfortunate that the 
states interested in this water have 
been unable to agree among them- 
selves. Nevertheless, any legislation 
should give every possible safeguard 
to the present and prospective rights 
of each of them. 

The congress will have before it the 
detailed report of a special board ap- 
pointed to consider the engineering 
and economic feasibility of this proj- 
ect. From the short summary whieh 
I have seen of if, I judge they. con- 
sider the engineering problems can be 
met at somewhat increased cost over 
previous estimates. ‘They prefer the 
Black Canyon site. On the economic 
features they are not so clear and ap- 
pear to base their conclusions on many 
conditions which can not be establish- 
ed with certainty. So far as I can 
judge, however, from the summary, 
their conclusions appear sufficiently 
favorable, so that I feel warranted in 
recommending a measure which will 
protect the rights of the states, dis- 
charge the necessary government func- 
tions, and leave the electrical field to 
private enterprise. 

Muscle Shoals. 

The development of other methods 
of producing nitrates will probably 
render this plant less important for 
that purpose than formerly. But we 
have it, and { am told it still provides 
a practical method of making nitrates 
for national defense and farm fertili- 
zers. Ly dividing the property into 
its two component parts of power 
and nitrate plans it would be possi- 
ble to dispose of the power, reserv- 
ing the right to any concern that 
wished to make nitrates to use any 
power that might be needed for that 
purpose. Such a disposition of the 
power plant can be made that will 
return in rental about $2,000,000 per 
year. If the congress would grant the 
secretary of war authority to lease 
the nitrate plant on such terms as 
would insure the largest production 
of nitrates, the entire property could 
begin to function. Such a _ division, 
I am aware, has never seemed to ap- 
peal to the congress. I should also 
gladly approve a bill granting au- 
thority to lease the entire property 
for the production of nitrates. 

I wish to avoid building another 
dam at public expense. Future opera- 
tors should provide for that them- 
selves. But if they were to be requir- 
ed to repay the cost of such dam with 
the prevailing commercial rates for 
interest, this difficulty will be con- 
siderably lessened. Nor do I think this 
property should be made a_ vehicle 
for putting the United States gov- 
ernment indiscriminately into the pri- 
vate and retail field of power distri- 
bution and nitrate sales, 

Conversation. 

The practical application of econo- 
my to the resources of the country 
calls for conservation. This does not 
mean that every resource should not 
be developed to its full degree, but it 
means that none of them should be 
wasted. We have a conservation board 
working on our oil problem. This is 
of the utmost importance to the future 
well-being of our people in this age 
of oil-burning engines and the general 
application of gasoline to transporta- 
tion. The secretary of the interior 
should not be compelled to lease oil 
lands of the Osage Indians when the 
market is» depressed and the future 
supply is in jeopardy, 

While the area of lands remaining 
in publie ownership is small, com- 
pared with the vast area in private 
ownership, the natural resources of 
those in public ownership are of im- 
merse present and future value. This 
is particularly trye as to minerals and 
water power. The proper bureaus 
have been classifying these resources 
to the end that they may be consery- 
ed. Appropriate estimates are being 
submitted, in the budget, for the fur- 
ther prosecution of this important 
work, 

Immigration. 

The policy of restrictive immigra- 
tion should be maintained. Authority 
should be granted the secretary of Ja- 
bor to give immediate preference to 
learned professions and experts essen- 
tial to new industries. The reuniting 
of families should be expedited. Our 
immigration and naturalization laws 
inight well be codified —_ 

Wage Earner. 

In its economic life our Country 
has rejected the long accepted law_of 
a limitation of the wage fund, which 
led to pessimism and despair because 
it was the doctrinevof perpetual poy- 
erty. and has substitute for the Amer- 
ican conception that the only limit 
to profits and wages is production, 
which is the doctrine of optimism and 
hope because it leads to prosperity. 
Here and there the councils of labor 
are still darkened by the theory that 
only by limiting individual produe- 
tion can there be any assurance of 
permanent employment for increasing 
numbers, but in general, management 
and wage earner alike have become 
emancipated fronr this doom and have 
entered a new era in industrial 
thought which has unleashed the pro- 
ductive capacity of the individual 
worker with an increasing scale of 
wages and profits. the end of which is 
not yet. The application of this the- 
ory accounts for our widening distri- 
bution of wealth. 
did more to increase the happiness 
and prosperity of the people. 

Sinee 1922 increasing production 
has increased wages in general 12% 
per cent, while in certain selected 
trades they have run as high as 34.9 
per cent and 38 per cent. Even in the 
boot and shoe shops the increase is 
over 5 per cent and in woolen mills 
8.4 per cent, although these indus- 
tries have not prospered like others. 
As the rise in living costs in this pe- 
riod is negligible, these figures rep- 
resent real wage increases. 

The cause of constructive economy 
requires that the government should 
cooperate with private interests to 
eliminate the waste arising from in- 
dustrial accidents. This item, with all 
that has been done to reduce it, still 
reaches enormous proportions with 
great suffering to the workman and 
great loss to the country.

Civil Service. 

The most marked changes made in 
the civil vice of the government in 
the past eight years relates to the 
increase in salaries. The board of 
actuaries on the retirement act shows 
by its report that July 1, 1921, the 
average salary of the 330,047 em- 
ployes subject to the act was $1,307, 
while on June 30, 1927, the average 
Salary salary of the corresponding 
405,263 was $1,969. This was an in- 
crease in six years of nearly 53 per 
cent. On top of this was the gener- 
ous Increase made at the last session 
of the congress generally applicable 
to federal employees and another bill 
increasing the pay in certain branches 
of the postal service beyond the large 
increase which was made three years 
ago. This raised the average level 
from $1,969 to $2,092, making an in- 
crease in seven years of over 63 per 
cent. While it is well known that 
in the upper brackets the pay in the 
federal service is much smaller than 
in private employment, in the lower 
brackets ranging well up over $3,000, 
it is much higher. It is higher not 
only im actual money paid, but in 
privileges granted, a vacation of 30 
actual working days, or five weeks 
each year, with additional time run- 
ning in some departments as high as 
oU days for sick leave and the gen- 
erous provisions of the retirement act. 
No other body of public servants ever 


occupied such a fortunate position. 


Education. 
Through the bureau of education of 


government, acting in an informative 
and advisory capacity, has rendered 
valuable service. While this province 
belongs peculiarly to the states, yet 
the promotion of education and effi- 
fiency in educational methods is a 
general responsibility of the federal 
government. A survey of negro coi- 
leges and universities in the United 
States has just been completed by the 
bureau of education through funds 
provided by the institutions themselves 
and through private sources. The 
present status of negro higher eduea- 
tion was determined and recommen- 
dations were made for its advance- 
ment. This was one of the numerous 
cooperative undertakings of the bu- 
reau. Following the invitation of 
the association of land grant colleges 
and universities, the bureau of eduéa- 
tion now has under way the survey 
of agricultural colleges, authorized by 
congress. The purpose of the survey 
is to ascertain the accomplishments, 
the status, and the future objectives 
of this type of educational training. 
It is now proposed to undertake a 
survey of secondary schools, which 
educators insist is timely and essen- 


tial. 
Public Buildings. 

| We have laid out a public build- 
lumbia and the country at large run- 
ning into hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars.

tion, and some are already completed. 
Plans for all this work are being 
prepared in order that it may be car- 
ried forward as rapidly as_ possible.

It con- 
templates structures of utility and ef 
beauty. When it reaches completion 
the people will be well served and the 
federal city will be supplied’ with the 
most beautiful and stately publie 
buildings which adorn any capital in 
the world, 
The American Indian. 

The administration of Indian af- 
fairs has been receiving intensive study 
for several years. _The department of 
the interior has been able to provide 
better supervision of health, educa- 
tion, and industrial advancement of 
this native race through additional 
funds provided by the congress. The 
present cooperative arrangement ex- 
isting between the bureau of Indian 
affairs and the public health service 
should be extended. The govern- 
ments responsibility to the American 
Indian has been acknowledged by an- 
nual increases in appropriations to 
fulfilk its obligations to them and to 
hasten the time when federal super- 
vision of their affairs may be prop- 
erly and safely terminated. The move- 
ment in congress and in some of the 
state legislatures for extending re- 
sponsibility in Indian affairs to states 
should be encouraged. A complete par- 
ticipation by the Indian in our eco- 
nomic life is the end to be desired. 

; ? The Negro. 

For 65 years now our negro popu- 
lation has been under the peculiar 
care and solicitude of the national 
government. The progress which they 
have made in education and the pro- 
fessions, in wealth and in the arts of 
civilization, affords one of the most 
remarkable incidents in this period 
of world history. ‘They have demon- 
strated their ability to partake of the 
advantages of our institutions and to 
benefit by a free and more and more 
independent existence. Whatever 
doubt there may have been of their 
capacity to assume the status grant- 
ed to them by the constitution of this 
union is being rapidly dissipated. 
Their cooperation in the life of the na- 
tion is constantly enlarging. 

Exploiting the negro problem for 
political ends is being abandoned and 
their protection is being increased by 
those states in which their percent- 
age of population is largest. Every 
encouragement should be extended for 
the development of the race. The 
colored people have been the victims 
of the erime of lynching, which has 
in late years somewhat decreased. 
Some parts of the south already have 
wholesome laws for its restraint and 
punishment. Their example might 
well be followed by other states and 
by such immediate remedial legisla- 
tion as the federal government can 
extend under the constitution. 

Philippine Islands. 

Under the guidance of Governor 
General Stimson the economic an¢d 
political conditions of the Philippine 
Islands have been raised to a stand- 
ard never before surpassed. The co- 
operation between his administration 
and the people of the islands is com- 
plete and harmonious. It would be an 
advantage if relief from double tax- 
ation could be granted by the con- 
gress to our citizens doing business 
in the islands. 

' Porto Rico. 

Due to the terrific storm that swept 
Porto Rico last September. the peo- 
ple of that island suffered large losses, 
The Red Cross and the war depart- 
ment went to their rescue. The prop- 
erty loss is being retrieved. Sugar. 
tobacco, citrus fruit, and coffee, all 
suffered damage. The first three can 
largely look after themselves. The 
coffee growers will need some assist- 
ance, which should be extended strict- 
ly on a business basis, and only after 
most careful investigation. The nev- 
ple of Porto Rico are not asking for

Special Government Counsel. 


In order to prosecute the oil cases, 
I suggested and the congress enacted 
a law providing for the appointment 
of two special counsel. They have pur- 
sued their work with signal ability, 
recovering all the leased lands besides 
nearly $30,000,000 in money, and near- 
ly $17,000,000 in other property. They 
find themselves hampered by a stat- 
ute, which the attorney general] con- 
strues as applying to them, prohibit- 
ing their appearing for private clients 
before any department. For this rea- 
son, one has been compelled to resign. 
No good result is secured by the ap- 
plication of this rule to these counsel, 
and as Mr. Roberts has consented to 
take reappointment if the rule is abro- 
gated I recommend the passage of an 
amendment to the law creating their 
office exempting them from the gen- 
eral rule against taking other cases 
involving the government. 

Prohibition. 

The country has duly adopted the 
eighteenth amendment. Those who ob- 
ject to it have the right to advocate 
its modification or repeal.

it is binding upon the national and 
state governments and all our inhabi- 
tants. The federal enforcement bureau 
is making every’ effort to prevent 
violations, especially through smug- 
gling, manufacture, and transporta- 
tion, and te. prosecute generally all 
violations for which it can secure 
evidence.

One of the pioneers in this work is 
Dr. H. O. MePheeters, Minneapolis. 
Minn. Recently he reported 584 cases 
of varicose veins thus treated, and in 
65 of these cases there were ulcers 
besides. Varicose ulcer, a complica- 
tion in a considerable proportion of 
cases of varicose veins, occurs because 
the tissues of the leg are so poorly 
nourished. It is obstinate and difficult 
to heal for the same reason. Mce- 
Pheeters finds that the attempt to 
cure the uleer first and varicosities 
afterward is wrong in theory and in 
practice. He urges that the varicose 
veins be obliterated by the chemical 
injections first, and afterward it is 
easier to bring about healing of the 
uleer. He favors the use of suppor- 
tive bandage, ruober sponge pressure 
over the uleeration, and judicious skin 
grafting at the proper time. He de- 
clares that all varicose ulcers can‘ be 
healed if the varicose veins are oblit- 
erated by injection treatment, and 
kept healed. If not, it means thit 
the physician has not located the par- 
ticular vein which causes the trouble 
and which is often under the uicer 
bed: or else he has not employed the 
necessary lasting support of the limb. 

In the past the successful treatment 
of varicose ulcer has generally involy- 
f 
the feet, as the only means at the 
physician's disposal to-eliminate the 
effect of stagnation of blood in the 
tissues. Dr. McPheeters’ suggestion 
to obliterate the varicose vein as a 
preliminary step in the healing of the 
uleer would seem to be a highly prac- 
tical contribution.

FLYING SCHOOL CODE 


Too Many Youths Misled by 
| Incompetent Tutors, Oper- 
ators Claim.

Chicago, December 4.—(4#)—The 
“barnstormer’s” flying schoel was 
scored today as a menace to avia- 
tion by the Aeronautical Chamber of 
Commerce and steps were taken to 
establish a code for the guidance of 
“aceredited” schools. 

Twenty flying school operators, 
here for the ‘international aeronauti- 
cal exposition, agreed that too many 
youths who want to fly have been 
misled by the over-optimistic claims 
of incompetent schools. 

They formed a permanent eommis- 
sion on flying schools to work out a 
code upon which schools might after 
March 1 be “accredited” by the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce and 
resolutions to effect an immediate 
lightening up of requirements for all 
aviation schools. 

It was recommended. that the de- 
partment of commerce change its 
present regulations governing require- 
ments for a limited commercial pilot’s 
license so that the flying student will 
obtain more instruction in the air 
under a competent pilot. ‘The reso- 
lution adopted today would make the 
minimum requirement for a student 
seeking | a license 50 hours in the air, 
with 25 of those hours with an in- 
structor and 25 hours in solo flight. 
The present requirement ‘is 10 hours 
dual instruction and 50 hours solo. 

Outhning a code for the guidance 
of “accredited” schools, the group 
adopted resolutions that the minimum 


recognized flying course offered by

LEGISLATION 1S SOUGHT 
FOR POWER LIMITATION

Washington, December 4.—Besides 
considering the fate of the federal 
radio commission, the present short 
session of congress will hear renewed 
attacks upon high-powered broadcast- 
ing. An effort will be made to limit 
by specific legislation the amount of 
power a station may employ. 

Very little criticism against the re- 
allocation project as a whole has been 
voiced by returning members of con- 
gress, but several of the leaders in 


‘| radio legislation say they have found 


the use of superpower on the cleared 
channels highly objectionable. Their 
comphaint is that the superpower sta- 
tions are making it impossible for 
many listeners at substation distances 
away to tune out their programs over 
exceedingly wide dial ranges. 

Senator Dill, co-author of the radio 
act, declares he has concrete evidence 
that the radio commission has erred 
in granting high power. Tuning in 
WLW, Cincinnati, while in Obio last 
week, he found its fifty thousand-watt 
transmitter emitting a signal that cov- 
ered half the dial of a standard high- 
priced receiving. set. Two friends 
dialing the same station on two other 
makes of receiver experienced the 
same trouble. 

“Station WLW did not shut out 
other stations altogether,” said Sen- 
ator Dill, “but its programs could be 
heard in the background whenever an- 
other station was tuned.” The-sen- 
ator from the state of Washington, 
also asserted that his experience with 
the most recent entrant into the high- 
power ranks is the same that it is re- 
ported to him from competent ob- 
servers near other superpower stations 
or within their normal listening 
ranges.

The Kellogg treaty to renounce war 
“as an instrument of national policy” 
was put before the senate for its neces- 
sary ratification today with a message 
by President Coolidge expressing the 
hope that it would come into force be- 
fore the expiration of his term of of- 
fice next March. 

Chairman Borah, of the senate for- 
eign relations committee, an advocate 
of the treaty, already had called the 
committee to meet tomorrow in antici- 
pation of the receipt of the pact and 
he has anounced a desire for imme- 
diate action. 

The treaty was referred to the com- 
mittee at his request upon the reading 
by a senate clerk of the message of 
the president transmitting the much- 
discussed document, which has _ been 
signed by all leading world powers and 
by 60 of the 64 independent nations. 

While the foreign relations commit- 
tee is going to work immediately on 


the treaty there is no promise that it; P 


can be taken up by the senate, if ap- 
proved at an early date in committee, 
ahead of the congestion of unfinished 
business now before that body which 
includes the Swing-Johnson Boulder 
dam bill. 

Unlike most treaty discussions in 
the senate the Kellogg pact was laid 
before the 2ody in open meeting.

“When we come to fix values upon 
which a return is to be provided we, 
of course, use the last valuation plus 
the additions and betterments since 
that date. To use a value arrived at 
in 1921 without giving consideration 
to additions and betterments does not 
reflect a true picture of the 1927 busi- 
ness,’ Chairman Perry said. 

Turner Submits System. 


R. C. Turner, city electrician, sub- 
mitted a “single meter” rate system 
which he said would materially reduce 
rates on electric current used in At- 
lanta and other cities for new ap- 
pliances such as irons, cleaners, re- 
frigerators and cookers. 

The schedule submitted by Mr. 
Turner is as follows: 

“First 50 kilowatt hours used 5 1-2 
cents, net per kilowatt hour; 50 to 200 
kilowatt hours, 3 cents per kilowatt 
hour; 200 kilowatt hours or over, 
2 cents net per kilowatt hour, mini- 
mum monthly bill $1. 

“A customer using 100 kilowatt 
hours monthly will pay $2.75 for the 
first 50 kilowatt hours, and $1.50 for 
the balance of the current consumed: 
the total] bill amounting to $4.25, 
whereas under the existing rates in At- 
lanta the bill would be $8.10. 

“A customer using 50 kilowatt hours 
under the proposed rates would pay a 
bill of $2.50. Under the existing rates 
customers using 50 kilowatt hours pay 
$4.05 for the same amount of current. 

“A smal] consumer using only one 
dollar’s worth of current a month will 
receive 18 kilowatt hours for his 
money, whereas he can use only 12 


kilowatt hours of current under the } 


rates in Atlanta.” 

Loss in Revenue. 

Mr. Arkwright said the use of this 
system without first assessing a serv- 
ice charge would reduce the revenue 
of the company in Atlanta to the ex- 
tent of $896,000, a loss which he said 
the company could not sustain. 

_Mr. Mayson contended that reduc 
tions in the price of raw materials 
used both in the gas and electric 
companies in recent years should be 
reflected in reduction of rates. 

Mr. Arkwright, under cross-exami- 
nation by Mr. Mayson, said the value 
of the properties of the Georgia Pow- 
er company now totals approximately 
$125,000,000. He said the present re- 
turns or this property amount to ap- 
proximately 31-2 per cent. - He said 
his company does not ask for a return 
of 8 per cent on this valuation. He 
testifie’ that the minimum charge of 
$1 .. month on electric service in At- 
lanta is not enough. He said the 
average cost of service in Georgia 
cities was $18 a year before any pow- 
er of any kind is served. 

$1 Rate in Washington. 

Attorney Mayson told the commis- 
sion that the city of Washington had 
a rai: of one dollar per hundred cubic 
feet ...1 that a rate of $1.55 appliel 
in Atlanta and $1.65 in Decatur, for

gas. 
Asked if there were any reason for 
such a discrepancy, Mr. Arkwright, 
declared that although he did not know 
whether any certain factor was respon- 
sible for the differences, there were 
several, he said, which could enter. 


Coal Field Proximity. 

He mentioned Washington’s proxi- 
mity to the coal fields, and her great- 
ter populatiun, the former, he said, 
bringing possible discrepancies’ in 
freight rates and the latter a higher 
gross of production and a consequent 
lower cost of production per capita. 

Decatur, College Park, Hapeville 
and East Point, all supplied with gas 
from the Georgia Power company’s 
plant, also had representatives in at- 
tendance at the hearing. Attorney 
Mayson claimed that the only returns 
of power company assets made 
to the Publie Service commission and 
adjudicated by the commission with- 
in recent years had been in 1921, 
when Atlanta last was heard in its 
appeal to the power company rates. 

James [L. Perry, chairman of the 
commission, replied that unless some 
question was raised concerning the ac- 
curacy of the power company returns, 
the commission did not adjudicate 
them. Attorney Mayson had previous- 
ly said he did not understand that 
the formal annual] filing of returns 
with the commission satisfied all facts 
and conditions of their accuracy. He 
claimed that the fair value of the pow- 
er company’s assets should be consid- 
ered in arriving at what he called a 
fair rate for gas, and said that addi- 
tions and betterments to the gas com- 
pany resources amounted to $2.500,000 
since 1921, when the city had last 
sought a revision of gas rates. 


KING RALLIES

Mary, the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
of York, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the lord chancellor and Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin to carry on 
in his stead, their positions being 
that of counsellors of state. King 
George still reigns but does not act; 
his duties he has delegated to this 
chosen half-dozen subjects who now 
have the power of the crown save 
only that they may not dissolve par- 
liament nor create peers of the realm. 
Signs Away Authority. 

The order by which the king signed 
away for the time being his authority 
was drawn up within his hearing in an 
audience chamber next to the royal 
patient’s bedroom by the privy coun- 
cil composed of his majesty's principal 
ministers and advisors. 

The door between the two rooms 
was left open so that the king could 
hear the wording of the order as it 
was read by the home secretary, Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, standing in 
the open doorway. 

When he had done reading the doc- 
ument of several hundred words, 
couched in the florid formal. phrase- 
ology of the court, the secretary walk- 
ed to his majesty’s bedside, handed 
the king the paper and a pen, and 
the sovereign affixed his signature to 
the document. 

The queen, not being a member of 
the privy council was not present. 

Second Such Body. 

The last time a special commission 
was appointed to act for his majesty 
was in March, 1925, when King 
George went on a Mediterranean 
cruise prescribed by his physicians 
after an attack of bronchitis. The 
members of this commission were 
Prince Henry, the Archishop of Can- 
terbury, Viscount Cave and Prime 
Minister Baldwin. The only other 
time that such a commission was ap- 
pointed in King George’s reign was 
in 1911 when he visited India. Such 
commissions were frequent in King 
Edward's reign.

letting go of corn to the extent which 
was looked for. 

It was further. asserted that corn 
premiums have worked higher on the 
grades which have been sold for ex- 
port, and that as settlement time ap- 
proaches anxiety, is apt to increase. 
Meanwhile, today’s purchases of corn 
to arrive in Chicago were small, and 
fresh export business was announced 
despite gossip in some quarters that 
there had been trans-Atlantic selling 
today of corn future deliveries here, 
and that Europe had also relinquished 
certain amounts of corn bought for 
January Shipment from the United 
States. Meanwhile, vessel charters 
were made today for 190,000 bushels 
of corn to go from Chicago to Buf-

250.000 bushels of oats. a 

Extension of wheat harvesting in 
the southern hemisphere, with Argen- 
tina offering wheat freely to Europe 
at cheaper prices, acted as a weight 
on the wheat market.
